"The statute under which the Indictment was found provides that the 


fense shall be punished by imprisonment of not more than two years or by a 


fine of not more than $10,000. It also renders the defendant incapable of again 


holding any office .of trust or profit in the United States. 


THE STATUTE. 


"As I construe the language of the statute the punishment must be both 


fine and imprisonment, but the court is given great, latitude in fixing the 


amount of fine or imprisonment. The-court may make the punishment mere- 


ly nominal'. In pronouncing judgment it is not my purpose to comment^ upon 


the evidence or the vefdict found by the jury. In reaching a conclusion in 
this case I have given consideration to the age of the defendant which -may 
be taken into account in mitigation of punishment and the further fact that 


he is forever hereafter disqualified from holding office." • • • • • • .

Proposed Demands of Sweden Upon

By Committee. 


.STOCKHOLM, July 25.—The special 


.committee appoined by the Riksdag 
to deal with the crisis which created 
the revolution, today delivered Its re- 
port. 


The committee declared unanimous- 


ly that the government bill cannot be 
adopted In the form In which it "ivas 
presented to the Riksdag, and proposes 
that the Riksdag shall signify Its wil- 
lingness to negotiate with Norway for 
a dissolution of the union if the newly 
elected Storthing requires a repeal of 
ta« act of union and a dissolution of 
the "union, or if such request "is re- 
ceived from Norway after the Norwe- 
gian people, by a plebesclte have de- 
clared In favor of a dissolution of the 
union.

: Insist on the following terms: 


"l — The establishment of a zone on

North Norway. 


3—That the transit trade 
through 


both countries shall be secured against 
objectionable obstruction. 


4—That the status of .Sweden 
in 


respect to foreign powers as establish- 
ed by treaty shall be clearly defined 
so that Sweden shall ba completely 
freed from responsibilty for Norway 
to other states. 


The committee also regards an ar- 


bitration convention between Sweden 
and Norway, as. desirable, although It 
does not consider It an essential con- 
dition for

to 


authorize the government to raise a 
loan of $25,000,000 which can' by reso- 
lution of the Riksdag be made avail-

TESTING TAX LAW 


PASSED LAST YEAR 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 25—A test case 


is being tried in Judge Slews' court in- 
volving tho , constitutionality : of .-the law 
passed by the. last Legislature' which 
Imposes a tax of $10 on all corporations 
doing business for profit in the State. 


Arguments were-made yesterday for the 


State,- which is made defendant In the 
action and is represented by Chief Deputy 
Attorney-General George A. Sturtevant 
and Deputy B. B. Power appearing for 
Attorney-General U. S. Webb, and by 
Otto Wise and Louis Hirsch- for I. 
Rosenthal & Company, who are 
the 


plaintiffs. 


The, case is one of much importance to 


the State, as its decision will affect the 
Treasury an amount between $200,000 and 
$300,000. 
For the plaintiff it was argued that the 
law as passed is unconstitutional; being 
special'' or class legislation to the. extent 
that it imposes a tax on one class of cor- 
porations and exempts others. All -re- 
ligious, scientific, educational arid charit- 
able corporations .are free from tee tax; 
only the corporations : for profit are in- 
cluded.-y.lt.is further argued that the law 
as-.passed is unequal .In its action.: It 
provides for .the forfeiture :,of charters of 
such companies as are incorporated under 
the laws of the State of California' that 
do not pay the. tax. Foreign corporations 
violating the law .are' merely restricted 
from doing business in California, but can 
operate in other States -unrestricted by 
the law. - This,- -it - is contended, is. un- 
constitutional. Another • point raised is 
that private individuals may engage In 
the same line of business as the'taxed 
corporations and not be taxed.

Secretary Bonaparte showed the deep 


Interest he has taken In t'he Bennlngton 
disaster by Immediately taking up the 
subject on his return today. He held an 
extended conference ^with Assistant Sec- 
retary Darting and found that,the latter 
had done-everything possible to alleviate 
the sufferings of the wounded and for the 
proper care of the dead, as well as to 
lay the foundation for an investigation 
of the explosion. 
' 


:When advised that Rear Admiral Good- 


rich had been ordered to; San.Diego; the 
Secretary asked as to the number of offi- 
cers tllat would be available upon the 
admiral's arrival from which a proper 
investigating ..body -I could, be 'convened; 
The Secretary was assured ,that with the 
officers on the ground and those who will 
come with the flagship: Chicago and the 
supply ship. Iris there 'Will be ample ma- 
terial for a board or for a court of in- 
quiry. 
The Secretary expects a most 


thorough investigation. 


When Admiral Goodrich, reaches San 


Diego all the facts developed pending hie 
arrival will be reported to him, and it/is 
expected that the board of investigation 
which Captain Drake ordered to deter- 
mine the extent of the damage to the 
hull and engines will also report the re- 
sults of their investigation to"the ad- 
miral.

The Tricolor is a new steamer, only 


built last year at Newcastle, England. 
She came her six months ago after a 
brief service between New York and 
China. 
She is 350 feet long- and of 


3580 tons burden. She was owned by 
W. Wilhelmson, one of 
the 
largest 


' ship owning, firms In Norway and char- 
tered by the Western Fuel Company. 
It is believed that the crew is safe. 


The stranded vessel is lying half a 


mile above the lighthouse, hard and 
fast on the rocks. With the approach 
of morning, those on the vessel busied 
themselves in seeking a safer place. 


The coast opposite the helpless' ves- 


sel is jagged and abrupt, which made 
landing there out of the question. The 
blowing of the fog whistle 
on 
the 


lightship, some four or five miles dis- 
tant, could plainly be heard, and those 
on shore o.ulckly observed that it had 


been .decided to make an attempt to 
reach her. 


BOATS LOWERED. 


Three /boats were lowered and 
as 


nearly as could be judged, at least 
thirty people entered them. The light- 
ship is stationed southwest 
of 
the 


wreck and when last seen the boats 
were headed in that direction. 


At that hour, which was~.about 11 


o'clock, there was no tug or any other 
vessel in sight. The ship lay well out 
of water, and as far as could -be ob- 
served, 
was not 
badly 
damaged. 


Heavy seas were breaktns over her. 
however. 


It is feared that she will be a total 


loss.

The steamer Roanoke has arrived 


here without knowing of the wreck. It 
had been hoped that she would pick 
up some of the survivors in the boats, 
but none were seen. 


Whether these boats succeeded 
in 


reaching the lightship or whether,they 
are still at sea is an open question. 


While the blowing of the fog whistle 


on the lightship could be heard, the 
currents in the vicinity are very per- 
plexing. 


FOG IS LIFTING. 


The tug Ranger is still down the 


coast and no word can be expected 
from her until evening. 


It is very probable that the Banger 


will succeed in picking up the boats, 
all of which left ^the doomed ship to- 
gether, and which, it is believed, will 
have no difficulty in keeping within 
hearing and seeing distance. 


The fog is reported to be lifting.

PROPOSE GREAT CHANGE IN 


Government May ^k>t Construct It 


Suggest That Work Be Let 


To Contractors. 


CHICAGO, July 25.— In a special and 


exclusive dispatch to the Record-Herald 
from Washington Walter Wellman says: 
An important change of policy in regard 
to tbe Panama canal is now under seri- 
ous "consideration. It la nothing less than 
the proposal that the Government aban- 
don the effort to construct the canal di- 
rectly through its own agencies, and that 
the whole or a greater part of the enter- 
prise be let to contractors, American and 
foreign. 
This suggestion has 
been 
made 
to 
President Roosevelt, and the PreaWent 
has discussed it with Secretaries Taft. 
Boot and others with whom he advises 
S3 ta the canal enterprise. It is as yet 
too early to aay that the proposed policy 
is to be adopted, but the probabilities are 
that itr will be as soon as possible. 
i 
s President Roosevelt Is about half con- 
vinced that the cheapest and most effec- 
tive Way to dig- the canal is to get the 


job In readiness for contracting, subdivide 
the Work into specialties, and then invite 
contractors of all the world to submit 
bids. Modern contracting, like almost 
everything else, Is a work of specialism. 
One man or firm, is great on submarine 
work,' another in rock, a third in dredg- 
ing, a fourth In dams and locks, ana so 
on. 
• . 
The general contracting scheme, how- 
ever, will have to wait until tha Interna- 
tional Commission of Engineers decides 
what sort of a canal we are going -to 
build. 
Among the most intelligent en- 
gineers the idea is fast gaining ground 
that a sea-level canal'would be a useless 
waste of money and time. A few locks 
will save many millions of money and 
several years, and every engineer, aa 
well as every, man .that has visited the 
Sault Ste. Marie knows what good locks 
can do. Locks can handle alt the traffic 
that is likely to go through the Isthmus 
for 100 years, and put ships through 
quicker than a sea-level canal of too re- 
stricted cross section.

Shooting at the 
seals and other abuses of the visiting 
privilege have so provoked the directors 
of the water company that all visitqrs, 
save persons specially invited, are de- 
nied admission to the grounds. The seals 
have developed a remarkable fondness 
for human companionship. They mani- 
fest a playful pleasure at being noticed, 
and whenever tbe little gasoline launch 
takes anyone out on the water several of 
the seals follow It, leaping and gambol- 
ing in a most amusing manner. They 
disport'themselves in; a particularly lively 
way If called to encouragingly, acting a 
good deal like water dog^. They seem to 
understand that their performances are 
giving pleasure, and strive to show off 
their swimming accomplishments.

The announcement that-Thomas F. Ryan is likely to be a candi- 


date, to' succeed John W. Daniel in the United States Senate is inter- 
esting. Jf successful, it will demonstrate that organized capital has 
taken charge of-the politics of Virginia. Mr. Ryan is a multi-million- 
aire of New York who claims a nominal residence in Virginia. 
He is 


heavily interested in the tobacco trust and is associated; with J. Pier- 
pontMorgan in the control of the Southern Railway and the Seaboard 
Air Line, two of the great railroad systems of the South 
Atlantic 


States. He is interested with Belmont and Whitney in the Inter- 
urban railway system of New York. He is the controlling spirit of 
the Central Railroad of Georgia, and has large National banking in- 
terests. His latest coupe was getting control of the Equitable Life 


• Assurance Society. Thus Mr. Ryan is identified chiefly with the trust 
and railroad interests, and is a citizen of Virginia only in name. 


Senator Thomas S. Martin, whose re-election is now being con- 


tested by Governor Montague, is a railroad attorney, who owes his 
elevation to the Senate largely to the manipulations of Mr. Ryan and 
to the late C. P, Huntington. The four great railway systems operat- 
ing in the Old Dominion, the Southern, the Seaboard Air Line, the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, and the Norfolk and Western, combined to 
elect Senator Martin. These same influences are behind him now. 
If they can re-elect him, it will encourage Mr. Ryan in his Senatorial 
aspirations. The Senators from New York and Pennsylvania, primarily 
represent railroad interests, and so does Senator Spooner of Wiscon- 
sin, and Elkins and Scott of West Virginia. 


It looks as though the trusts and the railroads were making a

States and Democrats in Democratic States. Unless the plan of elect- 
ing Senators by popular vote is adopted the scheme promises to be 
successful.

It is rather early in the day to draw a comparison between Elihu 


tRoot as Secretary of State and the illustrious men who have in the 
past been 'at the head of the diplomatic branch of our government. 
Mr. Root has made no record as yet as Secretary of State. He is a 
man of great force and talent, of marked executive ability, a'lawyer of 
the first rank and a ripe scholar. Yet with all these .qualifications he 
may fall below expectation as the head of the' State Department. He 
was one of the ablest Secretaries of War the country has ever had, but 
neither is that an assurance that he will rank with our foremost Sec- 
retaries of State. It is to be granted that he gives every promise o£ 
being a worthy successor to John Hay, but the fact remains that he has 
as yet done nothing to justify the claim of his admirers that he is 
second to none in the field of diplomacy. He has had'no opportunity 
to show his mettle, and lauding a record that is yet to be made is 
mere boastful prediction. 


Yellow Fever at New Orleans 


The appearance of yellow fever at New Orleans is a reminder of 


the'recurrence of that pestilence at Havana and its outbreak at 
Panama. 
In all probability the infection was carried to New Orleans 


from one of those two points. Yellow fever does not originate any- 
where in the United States, hence its appearance is .notice that it has 
been imported from abroad.. -Prior to the Spanish War Cuba was 
,the most fruitful source of infection, but the sanitary work of the 
American authorities eradicated fever from the island, which had for 
centuries been a menace to the health of the cities of the South 
Atlantic seaboard. A few cases of the fever have recently occurred. 
at Havana, but the disease has not become epidemic nor is the form 
virulent. It is more likely that the New Orleans infection came from 
Colon, where the fever has been more prevalent and more virulent. 
This suggests how necessary it is that a vigorous campaign should 
be waged for its extirpation. Yellow fever at New Orleans inter- 
feres with transcontinental traffic and disturbs commercial'intercourse 
in divers ways. Hence all parts of the country are interested in 
having it abated.' When there is no fever at Havana or Panama there 
is little likelihood of any being at New Orleans.. In,-this lies much of 
the importance of the .efficacy of the government for its extirpation on 
the isthmus.

Many lakes 
well known during the historical period 
have entirely disappeared, while others 
are shrinking rapidly. ^"Explorations in 
central Asia have proved that for cen- 
turies a zone stretching from the east to 
the southeast of this part of the czar's 
dominion has been drying up. Deserts 
'are gradually spreading and reports show 
that- it is only in the neighborhood 
of 
mountains, round whose brpws vapors 
condense and fall, that irrigation can be 
carried on or life itself can be preserved.''

ditable offense; that, the new treaty of 
ISas or 1900, which mado provision for 
extradition for perjury was made for the 
purpose of extending the list of extradit- 
able crimes not specified in the old treaty 
and its effect was-to make perjury an 
offense under the act.

A small steel tablet is picked up by 
the engine of a.train at the entrance 
to a block while the train is running 
at.full speed. The. act of pulling the 
tablet from the machine in which Jt
